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L At a meeting 11 August 19JO in the Office of Colonel Komiakov, _ J2 — 
Chief of Staff to General Petrakovsky, the allocation of spare

Fach unit is regarded as a Kommando with a personnel establishment 
consisting of one' Kommissar in Charge, olus one man for each 
Objekt in the respectiVe Land.

The current Instruction course for drivers and mechanics, being 
held in Apolda, is due to end on 17 August 1950. Düring thls 
course 140 of the 200 candidates have been trained as drivers 
only. Of the remaining sixty, thlrty will be graduated as motor 
expert s (Kraftfahrzeug Sachbearbeiter) and thlrty as car mechanics. 

35,000 spades have been ordered from German firms for personnel 
of the A (infantry) Objekte.
